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CANADIAN VISITOR 


Dr. Earl Treusch, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Canadian Lutheran 
Council, was welcomed by the church 
during a four-day visit to British Guiana 
in March. He was on his way to the 
Lutheran World Federation meeting in 
Brazil. Dr. Treusch is the Canadian 
representative on the L.W.F. Committee 
on Latin America. 

In his office with the Canadian 
Lutheran Council Dr. Treusch takes an 
active part in the program of coordin- 
ating the work of various Lutheran 
synods in Canada. The synods of the 
Lutheran Church in Canada still remain 
part of the United Lutheran Church in 
America, but may soon organise into a 
distinct Canadian body. One of Dr. 
Treusch’s major interests has been in 
planning for the emergence of a 
Canadian Church. 


Dr. Treusch spoke at two public 


meetings in Georgetown and New 
Amsterdam about the Lutheran World 
Action relief program being carried on 
in Europe, the Middle East and India. 
As a result of his several trips to Europe, 
Dr. Treusch has become a convincing 
spokesman of the important contribu- 
tion which the L. W. A. program has 
made in war-torn refugee areas. He 
commented on the brutalities of com- 
munism in eastern Europe, as well as 
the strong evangelism impact which was 
being made through L.W.A. to many 
non-Christians in such areas as Palestine 
and Hong-Kong. 

It was the first time that many 
Lutherans in British Guiana had heard 
first-hand reports of the work of this 
Lutheran relief agency. 

Dr. Treusch showed much interest 
in the work of the church in rural areas. 
He saw most of the churches along the 
coast and the Lower Berbice River. 


LUTHERAN BISHOP FROM 
INDIA VISITS BRITISH 
GUIANA 


The March visit of Bishop Rajah B. 
Manikam, head of the 80,000 member 
Tamil Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
India, and Vice-President of the Lutheran 
World Federation, gave Lutherans in 
British Guiana another occasion to meet 
an important figure in world Lutheranism. 
Bishop Manikam’s visit, coupled with Dr. 
Fry’s a month earlier, added further 
evidence of the international spread of 
the Lutheran Church.

The Bishop was consecrated in 1956 
by the Church of Sweden, and became 
the first Asian ever elevated to episcopal 
office. He assumed his office following 
a distinguished record of scholarship 
abroad and service to his church. “The 
Tamil Church, following the episcopal 
tradition of the Swedish Church, uses 
the title of bishop to designate its 
president. 

The Tamil Lutheran Church over 
which Bishop Manikam presides traces 
its origin back over 250 years when the 
first Lutheran missionaries commission- 
ed by the king of Denmark landed on 
India’s southeast coast in 1706. But 
Christianity in India dates back even 
further. Tradition says that the Apostle 
Thomas journeyed to India in the first 
century, established by Syrian Church 
which is still in existence today. As 
Bishop Manikam announced, “ we 
Christians are not foreigners in our 
land.” 

Firmly established as the church in 
India is, it had to meet the challenge of 
changing times to become what it is 
today: a missionary church in its own 
right. In India, said Bishop Manikam, 
‘** Christians blazed the trail and poured 
their life in the nation.” Over 600 
high schools and universities, 300 
hospitals, and the far-reaching influence 
of the Christian Church toward improv- 
ing social conditions attest to the great 
contribution which Christianity has 
made and continues to make in India. 


Today the church in India is more 
than a mission of a European body. It 
deserves to be recognised as a mission- 
ary church, in fact sends and supports 
its own missionaries to other Asian 
countries. 


Despite its existence in a land of 
unparalleled poverty, the Lutheran 
Church in India has continued to 
prosper in spiritual vigour and ability 
to support itself. Bishop Manikam 
told how laymen throughout the church 
were developing a serious sense of 
stewardship, so that today with the 
exception of limited subsidies for new 
work the Tamil Lutheran Church is 
totally self-supporting. Commenting 
on the self-support program of the 
church in British Guiana, where by 


comparison the living standard is well 
above India’s, Bishop Manikam said 
“the giving ought to be more.” By 
contrast with the Indian Church, 
Guianese Lutherans continue to depend 
for over 75% of their income budget 
on foreign subsidies, cannot yet meet 
the basic operating costs of their 
church. 

As a well-travelled spokesman of 
the Christian Church in India, Bishop 
Manikam humourously admitted that 
he found it easier to name the countries 
he had not visited rather than those 
he had. Until his recent visit one of 
the unseen countries in his travels was 
British Guiana. 

During his five-day stay Bishop 
Manikam met with influential persons 
of the East Indian community, and 
visited the church’s work in the Coren- 
tyne area where a large East Indian 
population is located. The Bishop 
was welcomed on the day of his arrival 
by the Mayor of Georgetown ata public 
tea and reception given in the Bishop’s 
honour by prominent citizens of that 
city. A two-day tour of Berbice 
followed during which the Bishop 
addressed large crowds at two public 
meetings at Williamsburg and Skeldon. 


At Williamsburg nearly 2,000 
persons crowded into the church 
compound for an evening outdoor 
meeting to hear the Bishop speak 
about the church in modern India. 
Despite nearby celebrations of the Hindu 
Phagwah Festival the audience listened 
intently as the Indian churchman 
warned Guianese Lutherans about the 
responsibilities of freedom which his 
own country, independent since 1947, 
had to learn to face. “We might grow 
free and very progressive politically, 
economically, and socially, but a nation 
cannot be built only on these things,” 
said the Bishop. ‘‘Unless we have men 
and women of charactor who put God 
first, my country, your country will 
not last.” 


During his visit to Berbice, Bishop 
Manikam met with church workers at 
Ebenezer Church, appealed to them to 
strive toward achieving an independent 
church through vigorous evangelism. 
“Christianity is in a much _ better

position in India today,” said the 
Bishop, “because she is not identified 
with any foreign power or ideology; 
we have learned this lesson and you 
will learn it soon.”’ He described how 
the Tamil Lutheran Church has had 
to learn the lesson of self-support in 
order to adjust to the Swedish church’s 
five per-cent annual withdrawal of 
funds, a withdrawal intended to train 
Indian Christians to assume more share 
in their church’s work. 


Today the Tamil Church, ten 
times bigger than the church in British 
Guiana, is receiving only half the 
subsidy of the British Guiana church. 
Bishop Manikam voiced a plea: ‘‘My 
simple plea is, don’t mark time, don’t 
give all attention to yourself, salaries, 
your own support; the church will only 
grow by evangelising. 

The Tamil Lutheran Church, itself 
a product of Christian missions and an 
example of missionary outreach, 
embodies the ideal of all missionary 
labour: churches which send as well 
as receive missionaries. ‘“‘ The most 
glowing fact about the Christian Church 
in Asia is that it is becoming a mission- 
ary church,” said the Bishop. He told 
how churches in India today are sending 
Indian missionaries to Indonesia and 
Africa and parts of Asia. The Tamil 


Church itself has missionaries in Burma 
and Malaya. Bishop Manikam des- 
cribed the outreach of the Asian Church 
as “‘a new chapter in the history of 
missions.” He called evangelism the 
imperative of every Christian. ‘ Now 
the time has come when the native son 
and daughter of your church must 
rise up and carry on _ evangelism,” 
Bishop Manikam told workers. 

Bishop Manikam’s comments about 
the need for a thorough-going desire 
for independence and greater evange- 
lising effort were well timed to catch 
the attention of British Guiana 
Lutherans. With the end of colonial 
status a near reality, and a favourable 
political climate uncertain, the church 
cannot slack in its own effort toward 
independence. 

Much of what Bishop Manikam 
had to say was not new. But what 
was significant was that he spoke not 
as a representative of a mission board 
but as an emmisary from a sister 
church. In his role as a missionary 
from a younger church, the Bishop 
from India gave convincing witness to 
the ‘‘new chapter in missions.” 

That the new chapter may soon 
be written in the history of missions 
in British Guiana should be the goal 
of every Lutheran.
